sacrifice of life. 


(Since the fight a few months ago 


there, it has been the policy to let them 
return and occupy it again. "Let them 
swarm" as they say. They are not to 
be feared or Gen. Grant would not have 
left that section aud gone to Subig Bay 
territory. In the other provinces on 
the island, the armed insurgents are 
fo 77 and the natives peaceable and quiot. 
They are poor as the results of the war 
and are anxious to begin to cultivate 
as soon as they think Aggie will not take 
their crops. Congress may at some 
time give authority to recruit a few na 
tive regiments, mix them in as compan 
ions with onr own white officers. It 
will be an experiment.

Solon Humphreys Donil.

phreys has died here. He was born in 
1820. 
He was n son of 'Colonel Dechis, 


Humphreys, a patriot prominent in tho 
New England states. He obtained his 
early education at TVrighl's academy in 
East Hartford nnd at St. John's college, 
Annapolis. In 1838 he entered upon his 
business career "as a dork in the employ 
of William G. Harrison of Baltimore. 
The following year ho became an em- 
ployee of ex-Governor Morgan of New 
York. In 1844 he removed to Sr. Louis 
and engaged with George AV. Thatcher iu 
the commission business. In 3$33 he re- 
turned to New York city and became a 
member of the firm of K. D. Morgan & 
Co.. where he remained for more than 40 
years. Mr. Humphreys was the original j 
promoter of the Ohio and Mississippi 
railroad through Illinois iu ISol. Iu lS.~>-i 
he aided in the organization of the Iron 
Mountain railroad through Missouri. In

There Are Three Operations toy 


Which It Mar Be Made. 


Henry Souther said at a recent meeting 


of the National Association of Mechanical 
Engineers that the scientific and technical 
designation of a tube, whether seamed or 
seamless, depended solely upon the tube 
itself and not upon the process followed 
in its manufacture. Keferring to the dic- 
tionary you will find that the word '' seam- ^ 
less" means without seam, which conveys' 
no light upon the subject. Turning to the 
word "seam," it is found that it is defined, 
asajoint, suture, orline of union, and here 
in the last term we find the key. A tube 
jointed in any way cannot be seamless. If 
in the primary stages of its manufacture 
it be lap, butt or lock jointed, it cannot 
by any subsequent operation bo deprived 
of the scam and therefore cannot Ixj con- 
sidered when completed as being seamless. 


A strictly seamless tube may be made 


by any one of three operations—first, a 
billet may be by successive steps punched 
into the form of a tube •with extremely 
thick sides, and these may then by tho or- 
dinary drawing processes bo reduced to a 
tube with thin walls; next, the billet may 
be bored or the blank may be cast with a 
hole in it and in either case then drawn 
to the rcqxiired dimensions; thirdly, the 
tube may ~hc made by the cupping process, 
which consists in taking a disk of tho' 
metal, forming it into a cup shape, grad- 
ually elongating the cup and reducing it 
in diameter and finally by this means pro- 
ducing a tube. 


Each and all of these processes yield a 


tube which is absolutely seamless and 
about which there is and can bo no dis- 
pute. In all tubes formed with a scam 
tho edges have first been separated, then 
united, either by lap or butt weld or by 
some lock joint system, and in these the 
joint cannot be eliminated by any after 
processes. 
The custom houses of tho 


United States recognize the difference be- 
tween a seam and a seamless tube. A 
seamless tube is one in which tho walls 
have never been separated from tho time 
the metal was in a molten condition to the 
time of the completion of the tube.—Iron 
Age.

Old as the country is they have 
never yet learned our method of printing 
legal forms at a few cents each and filling 
them up or altering them to suit cases. 


He discovered that by taking the house 


on an "agreement" instead of a lease he 
could avoid the worst of these burdensome 
expenses. An agreement is a lease for 
any term less than seven years. It does 
not carry the repairing clause with it, and 
it only costs a guinea, or about §5. So ho 
took tho house for five years In an agree- 
ment. Well, when he got in, he found 
that practically nothing but the bare walls 
went with tho agreement. All the ap- 
pointments "that ho had seen had been 
left in the house by the last tenant in the 
hope -that the next, comer would buy 
them. These included the window shut- 
ters, awnings, gas fixtures, closet shelves, 
gas stoves, even the handrail up the stairs; 
yes, even a rail on which to hang towels 
'in the bathroom. The man said that these 
things were worth $100, and it suited my 
friend to buy them. Even scrips of wood 
to keep the draft out of where the Jloors 
joined the walls were included in this new 
bargain. 


That being concluded my friend looked 


about him and discovered that he had to 
buy fenders for all the ftreplae"s, firs 
tongs and pokers, hooks to put in the 
closets, bell ropes to work the liedroom 
call bells, and, really I have forgotten 
nine-tenths of tho expenses, but they 
amounted to $350 before he finished with 
them. At the same time ho was presented 
with an inventory of the landlord's prop- 
erty, and this included every window 
catch, doorknob, key plate, lock, hook, 
bell, bolt and fastening or appoinrment of 
every sort. These he was told must bo 
left in the sameiorder in which they were 
turned over to him. 


I am told that in Xew York it is better 


• to rent an unfurnished than a furnished 
house. They say that if a New Yorker 
tries to rent a furnished houso the pre- 
sumption is that ho is hard up and will 
stand very close bargaining. Here in Lon- 
don there is no such feeling, because all, 
except the very rich, aro in tho habit of 
renting their houses furnished. These aro 
almost a nomad people. 
They live in 


town in the season, which is tho middle of 
summer.

an inventory of the furniture. Your agent, 
is pretty spry. Ho examines things ;xs 
carefully as he knows how and points on", 
tho cracks and kicks and dents and 
scratches that he sees as ho looks at each 


I article. The landlord's agent seems very 
lethargic. Ho shows no curiosity or in- 
terest in what is going on, but loafs 
through the job as if his duties were per- 
functory.

pired and he is seeing what damage >ou 
have done. He rings every saucer and 
plate with a load pencil, ho turns every 
chair upside down and studies tho bottoms 
and legs, ho examines tho mantelpieces, 
ho even stares at tho doors to sec, whether 
they swing evenly or not, ho takes down 
tho gas globes to seo if the edges are 
nicked, he, oven makes a note of a spot 
of rust on a pillowcase.

FROM THE GOLD FIELDS. 


George Strong of the Concord's Crew 


Arrives at His Home. 


George Strong, one of the crew of the 


Klondike schooner Concord, which left 
this city December 11.1897, for Seattle, 
ias arrived back to his home in Glouc- 
ester, Mass. He is in good health. He 
is the general manager of the Concord 
Mining company, which was organized 


hen the orew of the schooner disband- 


ed at Seattle. 


The members of the new company 


proceeded to St. Michaels where the 
construction of a river steamer was be- 
gan, bat owin? to numerous delays waa 
not completed in time to be of any use 
that year, and as the winter was rapidly 
coming on, it was deemed best to re- 
main in Seattle dnnng 'the winter. At 
that time news Arrived of the big dis- 
coveries in Cape Nome district, aud two 
of the party were «ent there. They were 
among the first to arrive after the dis 
coreries were announced, .and realizing 
that this part of the country waa bound 
to become a meeca for the Jncoming 
min r-. Hie; ! eated about thirty five of 
the mo=t vnluible claims {in the dis- 
trict, together with several tpwn lots 
which are now quite valuable. 


During the winter the remainder of 


the party worked at various jobs in St. 
Michaels, all making big money, as 
labor was at a premium, the prices paid 
rangingl*ll the way from S2 to §6 an 
hour, lo March threa more of the par- 
ty were sent to Cape Nome, and with 
•he coming of summer the remainder 
followed, getting the claims into uhtpe, 
which are now among the most valua- 
ble in the city. For Cape Nome is now 
a city, having its mayor and common 
council, police officers, etc., elected by 
the people, at an election of which Mr. 
Strong was one of the voters. 


In October of last year Mr. Strong's 


company with the exception of one man 
came out of the district for the winter, 
which is very severe, the temperature 
sometimes being 60 degrees below zero_ 


On the way out from Cape Nome, one 


of the company, Edwin Nelscn of 
Brookline, was taken 
with 
typhoid 


fever, and died soon after reaching St. 
Michael's, as was told in the Herald. The 
company owns quite a large building 
there which they let for the winter at 
a good price. In the spring all will re 
turn to Cape Nome and work their 
claims. 
Mr. Strong thinks that this 


summer will see an unusual 
large 


number there. 


He brought home with him some fine 


mineral specimens of the country, in- 
cluding gold nuggets and dust taken 
from tie beach. He has had some of 
the nuggets mounted, which make 
novel and valuable stick pins, shirt 
studs, watch charms, etc. 
He also has 


uome fine photographs of the country, 
showing the mayor and city council of 
the city, the principal street of Cape 
Nome, und the dog team belonging to 
Mr. Strong and his companions, which 
they sold for $250 before leaving for 
home.
